In connection with the Morse investigation l am 
enclosing for your use two briefs compiled by Assistant Counsel 
Donehoo. 1 will call your attention to the one marked No. 1, 
in which Mr. Donehoo included the seamship "MINNEAPOLIS'*, as 
one of the ships involved, but he later learned after he wrote 
this memorandum that the MINNEAPOLIS Whs not included. I be¬ 
lieve the two memorandums contain probably all the information 
you will need for the use of the two Department of Justice 
agents who will be sent to Canada to investigate that angle of 
the case. 


1 believe it would be well also to instruct the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice agents to ascertain of the traders Steamship Co. 
and the 1'ravelers Steamship Co. did any actual steamship busi¬ 
ness; whether they advertised sailings of their ships, and if 
they collected any prepaid freight and passenger moneys; to get 
all details concerning the incorporation of these companies, 
names of the officials, their financial and business standing, 
and whether they were real business men or dummies. Ascertain, 
if possible, how much cash each of the companies actually had 
with which to operate a steamship line. Get all available data 
of any surveys made by the Canadian authorities of the ships in 
question,-showing their actual value; whether the Canadian Min¬ 
ister of fisheries and Marine raised any question about change 
of registry from United States to Canadian; to what Oxtent 
C. w. Morse or any of the morse family participated.ih the or¬ 
ganization of either of these companies; date when incorporated 
and the date when they were actually ready for business; how 
many voyages were made by each ship and to what ports. Get 
signed statements and addresses of all material witnesses,

Dear Ur. Burke:- 

I am herewith inclosing a preliminary summary 
report of the work we have done to date. 

I particularly want to call your attention to 
an affidavit we obtained from George E. Reynolds of Hew 
York City, who was a confidant of Moulton and Berry, and who 
was, later, "Fleeced" by this crowd. 

\7e have about ten persons to question in Hew York 
City, but feel that we should wait until we return from Canada. 

Then we will have more information and will be able to question 
them more intelligently and closely. On Saturday we asked'Mr. 
Meehan to instruct his agents not to interview these men until 
we again conferred with him. Vie feared that we would probably 
duplicate work or "Spoil" leads if this were done. Mr. 
Butterworth and I will leave for Canadian points about Wednesday 
morning and will keep in close touch with you. 

When we return to Washington we would like to ex¬ 
amine the files of James Ryan, formerly an attorney employed 
by the Shipping Board. Ryan, it is said, interviewed a number 
of people in Hew York who are sxipposed to have been connected 
with Morse 1 transactions; also the files of Edgar Updyke, 
another attorney formerly connected with the Shipping Board. 

Updyke was the lawyer who represented the Shipping Board at the 
meeting of creditors and shippers of the S.S. "St. Paul", and 
who interrupted Morse each, time the latter started to make a 
statement which might prove damaging to him; he is also the same 
fellow who is said to have wired the Minister of Fisheries and 
Marine, Ottawa, Canada, that the latter could place all confidence 
in Morse 1 representative. Yhis representative called on the 
Minister about the time that Morse was endeavoring to» have the 
registry of the'boats changed. Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General Donehoo signed for a file kept by former Assistant un¬ 
ited States Attorney DeUitt, Hew York. Mr. Donehoo probably has
